In a January survey, about 892 Christian County resi¬ 
dents — 53 percent of those who participated — said 
they would use public transportation if it were widely 
available.

In response, authorities from the city 
of Hopkinsville and Pennyrile Allied 
Community Services are looking for a 
way to acquire two new buses of 12 to 15 
seats. Both would be handicap-accessi¬ 
ble. 

If PACS receives two grants to buy the 
buses, which cost $45,000 each. Mayor 
Dan Kemp will ask Hopkinsville City 
Council to pay the operating costs, said 
City Administrator Glenn Abee. It would amount to 
$95,600 a year for insurance, drivers, gas and mainte¬ 
nance, according to an announcement from the Chris¬ 
tian County Cares 2015 committee.

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Web star bom: Kony video gets mlQions of views 


KAMPALA, Uganda (AP) 
— If Joseph Kony lived in 
relative anonymity before 
this week, he’s an Internet 
star now. 

A video about the atroci¬ 
ties carried out by Kony’s 
Lord’s Resistance Army has 
gone viral, racking up mil¬ 
lions more views seemingly 
by the hour. 

The marketing campaign 
is an effort by the advocacy 
group Invisible Children to 
vastly increase awareness 
about a jungle militia leader 
who is wanted for atrocities 
by the International Crimi¬ 
nal Court and is being 
hunted by 100 US. Special 
Forces advisers and local 
troops in four Central 
African countries. 

The group’s 30-minute 
video, which was released 
Monday, had more than 32 
million views on YouTube 
by Thursday. The movie is 
part of an effort called 
KONY 2012 that targets 
Kony and the LRA. 

“Kony is a monster. He de¬ 
serves to be prosecuted and 
hanged,” said Col. Felix Ku- 
layigye, the spokesman for 
Uganda’s military 

But Kulayigye said that 
Kony’s forces — once thou¬ 
sands strong — have been 
so degraded that he no 
longer considers Kony a 


threat to the region. Be¬ 
cause of the intensified 
hunt for Kony, his forces 
split into smaller groups 
that can travel the jungle 
more easily 

Experts estimate that the 
LRA now has only about 250 
fighters. Still, the militia 
abducts children, forcing 
them to serve as soldiers or 
sex slaves, and even to kiU 
their parents or each other 
to survive. The LRA now op¬ 
erates in Congo, the Central 
African Republic and South 
Sudan. 

Uganda, Invisible Chil¬ 
dren and (hash)stopkony 
were among the top 10 
trending terms on Twitter 
among both the worldwide 
and US. audience on 
Wednesday night, ranking 
higher than New iPad or 
Peyton Manning. Twitter’s 
top trends more commonly 
include celebrities than 
fugitive militants. 

JoUy Okot was abducted 
in 1986 by the militia group 
that later became the LRA. 
The then-18-year-old could 
speak English so was valu¬ 
able to the militants. She 
was also forced to have sex. 

Today, Okot is the Uganda 
country director for Invisi¬ 
ble Children, in charge of 
105 employees. She said the 
group is helping 800 people

attend high school and uni¬ 
versity She said the pro¬ 
gram has given hope to kids 
who previously dropped out 
of the education system. 

“The most exciting thing 
about this film is that I’m so 
grateful that the world has 
been able to pay attention to 
an issue that has long been 
neglected,” Okot said. “I 
think it is an eye-opener 
and I think this will push 
for Joseph Kony to be ap¬ 
prehended, and I think jus-

tice win get to him.” 

International Criminal 
Court Prosecutor Luis 
Moreno-Ocampo said it has 
been hard to raise public 
awareness about Kony 
since issuing his warrant in 
2005. 

“Kony is difficult, he is 


not killing people in Paris 
or in New York. Kony is 
killing people in Central 
African Republic, no one 
cares about him,” he said. 
“These young people from 
California mobilizing this 
effort is incredible, exactly 
what we need.” 


Coke, Pepsi make changes, avoid warning 
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NEW YORK (AP) — Coca-Cola Co. 
and PepsiCo Inc. are changing the way 
they make the caramel coloring used in 
their sodas as a result of a California 
law that mandates drinks containing a 
certain level of carcinogens come with 
a cancer warning label. 

The companies said the changes will 
be expanded nationally to streamline 
their manufacturing processes. 
They’ve already been made for drinks 
sold in California. 

Coca-Cola and PepsiCo account for al¬ 
most 90 percent of the soda market, ac¬ 
cording to industry tracker Beverage 
Digest. A representative for Dr Pepper 
Snapple Group Inc. said all its caramel 
coloring now meet the new California 
standard. 

The American Beverage Association, 
which represents the broader industry, 
said its member companies will con¬ 
tinue to use caramel coloring in certain 
products but that adjustments were 
made to meet California’s new stan¬ 
dard. 

“Consumers will notice no difference 
in our products and have no reason at 
all for any health concerns,” the asso¬ 
ciation said in a statement. 

A representative for Coca-Cola, Diana 
Garza-Ciarlante, said the company di¬ 
rected its caramel suppliers to modify 


their manufacturing processes to re¬ 
duce the levels of the chemical 4- 
methylimidazole, which can be formed 
during the cooking process and, as a re¬ 
sult, may be found in trace amounts in 
many foods. 

“While we believe that there is no 
public health risk that justifies any 
such change, we did ask our caramel 
suppliers to take this step so that our 
products would not be subject to the re¬ 
quirement of a scientifically un¬ 
founded warning,” Garza-Ciarlante 
said in an email. 

The Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, a consumer advocacy group, in 
February filed a petition with the Food 
and Drug Administration to ban the 
use of ammonia-sulfite caramel color¬ 


ing. 


A spokesman for the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration said the petition is being re¬ 
viewed. But he noted that a consumer 
would have to drink more than 1,000 cans 
of soda a day to reach the doses adminis¬ 
tered that have shown links to cancer in 
rodents. 

The American Beverage Association 
also noted that California added the color¬ 
ing to its list of carcinogens with no stud¬ 
ies showing that it causes cancer in 
humans. It noted that the listing was based 
on a single study in lab mice and rats.

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RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — More work needs to be done 
to keep young Americans from using tobacco, includ¬ 
ing creating smoking bans and increasing taxes on to¬ 
bacco products, the US. Surgeon General’s office said 
in a report released Thursday. 

Almost one in five high school-aged teens smokes, 
down from earlier decades, but the rate of decline has 
slowed, the report said. 

It says it’s particularly important to stop young peo¬ 
ple from using tobacco because those who start smok¬ 
ing as teenagers can increase their chances of 
long-term addiction. They also quickly can experience 
reduced lung function, impaired lung growth, early 
heart disease and other health problems like asthma. 

More than 80 percent of smokers begin by age 18 and 
99 percent of adult smokers in the US. start by age 26, 
according to the 920-page report, which is the first com¬ 
prehensive look at youth tobacco use from the surgeon 
general’s office in nearly two decades. 

“In order to end this epidemic, we need to focus on 
where we can prevent it and where we can see the most 
effect, and that’s with young people,” Surgeon General 
Regina Benjamin said in an interview with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. “We want to make our next generation to¬ 
bacco-free, and I think we can.” 

The report details youth tobacco use, health impacts, 
and tobacco marketing and prevention efforts in the 
US. Officials hope the information will reinvigorate 
anti-tobacco efforts and spark public activism in re¬ 
ducing death and disease caused by tobacco use. 

The report also recommended anti-smoking cam¬ 
paigns and increased restrictions under the US. Food 
and Drug Administration’s authority to regulate to¬ 
bacco as other ways to prevent adolescents and young 
adults from using tobacco products. 

Benjamin did not point fingers on why youth tobacco 
use continues in the US. Instead, she wants to see how 
the nation as a whole can best address the issue, she 
said. 

“I don’t want to focus on blame, I want to focus on pre¬ 
vention,” she said. “I want to make sure we’re doing 
everything that we can to prevent kids from ever start¬ 
ing to smoke or use tobacco products.” 

The surgeon general’s office last issued a report on 
youth tobacco use in 1994, the first wide-ranging report 
on the topic by federal health officials. The new report 
is the 31st issued by US. surgeons general to warn the 
public about tobacco’s risks. The first report in 1964 de¬ 
clared tobacco to be deadly. 

Since the 1994 report, smoking among high school 
students has declined from 27.5 percent to 19.5 percent, 
or about 3 million students, but the rate of decline has 
slowed in recent years. About 5.2 percent, or 600,000 
middle school students also are current smokers. Ac¬ 
cording to the report, every day in the US., more than 
3,800 people under the age of 18 smoke their first ciga¬ 
rette and more than 1,000 of them become daily smok¬ 
ers. They replace the 1,200 people who die each day in 
the US. from smoking.

Humana sues ad company, 
says limbaugh spot hurts 


LOUISVILLE, Ky (AP) — 
A Kentucky-based health 
care company is suing to 
protect its name after 
being involuntarily drawn 
into the backlash over 
Rush Limbaugh’s derisive 
comments about a George¬ 
town law student. 

Louisville-based Hu¬ 
mana, the parent company 
of Concentra Health Serv¬ 
ices, filed on Thursday for 
a preliminary injunction 
to stop the Preval Group of 
Portland, Maine from 
using the name Concentra 
to market memory aid 
pills. 

Humana said in court fil¬ 
ings it received angry 
phone calls, emails and 
web postings after an ad for 
Concentra pills aired on 
Limbaugh’s show Monday 
Concentra Health and the 
Preval Group are not re¬ 
lated. 

Limbaugh has been crit¬ 
icized for attacking student 
Sandra Fluke over contra¬ 
ception. 

He apologized but has 
lost some advertisers in the 
backlash. 

A message left for the 
Preval Group Thursday 
was not immediately re¬ 
turned. 

Concentra Health Serv¬ 
ices, based in Addison, 
Texas, runs more than 320 
medical centers in 40 states 
offering occupational med¬ 


icine, urgent care, primary 
care and physical therapy. 
The Preval Group is a mar¬ 
keting company that sells 
the memory piUs. 

The roots of the dispute 
are in an October 2011 
newspaper ad Preval ran 
in Texas and on its website. 
Humana sent Preval a let¬ 
ter calling for an end to the 
advertising. 

Kenneth Viers, an attor¬ 
ney for Humana, said the 
use of the “Concentra” 
name to seU a pill infringed 
on Humana’s trademark 
for its subsidiary. 

“Specifically, we are con¬ 
cerned that customers may 
believe that Humana is the 
source of products and 
services being offered by 
Preval Direct and/or 
Preval Group or that those 
goods and services are en¬ 
dorsed by Humana,” Viers 
wrote on Nov. 3. 

Preval Group attorney 
Sean Sweeney wrote to 
Viers on Nov. 15, saying the 
memory pill and the Hu¬ 
mana subsidiary were so 
dissimilar that no one 
would confuse the two 
based on an advertisement. 
Sweeney added that Preval 
has been considering re¬ 
branding the memory pill 
when stock is scheduled to 
run out after about six 
months — roughly some¬ 
time in April. 

“Accordingly, in order to 


ensure a prompt and ami¬ 
able solution to this matter, 
Preval is willing to cease 
its use of the Concentra 
mark once it has depleted 
its current stock of the 
Concentra product,” 
Sweeney wrote. 

But, Humana said, the 
Preval Group didn’t wind 
down the use of “Concen¬ 
tra” and instead upped it 
by broadening its advertis¬ 
ing to a national level and 
purchasing keyword ad¬ 
vertising terms, including 
“concentra healthcare,” 
“concentra com” and 
“www.concentra.com.” 
Human said Preval didn’t 
purchase keywords for 
memory or “regain your 
memory,” which would as¬ 
sociate searched with the 
company’s website 

www.regainyourmemoryc 
om 

The dispute came to a 
head on Monday, when the 
Preval Group aired an ad 
for the memory pill on 
Limbaugh’s radio show. 
The ad aired at a time 
when Limbaugh’s rhetoric 
aimed at Fluke, a George¬ 
town University law stu¬ 
dent, who advocated for 
insurance to cover contra¬ 
ception, came under close 
scrutiny. Since the three 
days of shows aired con¬ 
taining the attacks, multi¬ 
ple companies have 
suspended their advertis¬ 


ing on Limbaugh’s show. 

Humana doesn’t adver¬ 
tise on the radio show, but 
officials say the Preval 
Group’s ad has resulted in 
people contacting the 
health care company and 
criticizing it for supporting 
Limbaugh’s show. 

Concentra Health Serv¬ 
ices Vice President for 
Marketing Nancy Buttyan 
said in an affidavit that the 
company has been subject 
to “universally negative” 
posts and Twitter com¬ 
ments about the ad. 
Buttyan also said she’s re¬ 
sponded to 30-40 emails 
from the public, including 
a Kentucky customer who 
said “I will stop using your 
services.” 

Concentra has posted a 
link to a statement on its 
website labeled “Not On 
Rush.” 

In the statement, Con¬ 
centra says it did not ad¬ 
vertise on Limbaugh’s 
show on the March 5 and 
pointing out that another 
company is using the 
“Concentra” name for a 
memory aid piU. 

“We are not affiliated 
with this company or this 
product in any way. We 
apologize for any confu¬ 
sion created by this event, 
but assure you that this ad¬ 
vertising is not from our 
company,” the company 
said on the website. 


Search for 2 fishermen continues in Tenn. River 


GILBERTSVILLE, Ky. (AP) — Searchers have learned 
more about the capsizing of a pontoon boat that left two 
fishermen missing below Kentucky Dam. 

The only survivor, 70-year-old Roy May, talked with 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
agents after his release from a Paducah hospital Tues¬ 
day. He said he and his younger brothers had boat en¬ 
gine problems and were pulled too close to the dam by 
the current. Water coming down the spillway flipped 
the boat, splintering it and crushing the aluminum pon¬ 
toons. 

Other fishermen rescued Roy May shortly after the 
accident, according to The Paducah Sun. 

Still missing Thursday morning were 65-year-old Al¬ 


bert May and 63-year-old Gene May. 

TVA allowed more water over the flood gates Wednes¬ 
day to churn the Tennessee River. Rescuers hoped it 
would help them locate the bodies, but it did not. 

Deputy Marshall County emergency management di¬ 
rector Duane Hawes said that the area below the dam is 
a popular fishing spot, but it can be very dangerous. 

“I think most people think the current is always going 
to be pushing them away from the gates,” he said. 
“That’s not true because of the turbulence.” 

There are warning signs posted along the shore. 

“Dangerous waters. Violent surges occur suddenly. 
Keep out,” one reads. 

“People ignore them,” Clark said.

If the poll’s results represent Hop¬ 
kinsville’s entire population, more 
than 16,700 people would likely rely 
on the new buses, and more than 
9,000 would consider it. 

PACS already has 20 buses, but it 
mostly uses them for services funded 
by Medicaid. For instance, the buses 
take people to adult day care, day 
treatment programs and dialysis ap¬ 
pointments, said Twana Johnson, 
transportation director at PACS. 

Christian County residents can 
arrange rides to other destinations, 
such as the grocery store or the maU, 
by calling in advance. But PACS can 
only provide limited service to the 
general public. It has no bus stops. 

If PACS gets two new buses, it will 
likely devote them to the general pub¬ 
lic’s use, Johnson said. 

Johnson said it’s hard to estimate 
how many more rides PACS could 
provide the general public on a daily 
basis, as the agency would have to de¬ 
vise new routes based on which areas 
showed the most demand. 

“We’re going to let people tell us 
where they want to ride,” Johnson 
said. 

The Christian County Cares com¬ 
mittee launched the survey in De¬ 
cember, according to the 
announcement. Throughout the 
month of January, it distributed the 
survey throughout the county: at the 
public library, government agencies, 
churches and other buildings, plus 
various websites. 

Of the 1,683 participants, 81 per¬ 
cent believe the county’s lack of pub¬ 


lic transit has hurt their employment 
opportunities. Eighty-three percent 
said better public transit would im¬ 
prove their chances at getting jobs. 

In the list of places they generally 
can’t get to without public transit, 
the greatest numbers of participants 
mentioned medical appointments, 
grocery shopping and job training. 

More than 60 percent said they 
need public transit between 8 a.m. 
and noon. More than 50 percent said 
they need it between noon and 6 p.m. 
More people said they would use it on 
weekdays than weekends. 

Forty-two percent said they would 
pay $1 for a one-way trip. Thirty-nine 
percent said they would pay $2. 

In response to the survey, the Chris¬ 
tian County Cares board advised 
the city to create a public transporta¬ 
tion committee. It also encouraged 
better marketing of the services 


PACS offers. 

PACS’ funding comes from the state 
and federal governments, though 
local governments have helped paid 
for new buses, Johnson said. 

Steve Tribble, Christian County 
judge-executive, said county govern¬ 
ment officials haven’t discussed the 
possibility of getting involved. 

“I don’t know where we’d get the 
funding for it, unless somebody 
wants us to raise taxes,” Tribble said. 

The next fiscal year begins on July 
1. Kemp typically drafts a budget pro¬ 
posal and presents it to the city coun¬ 
cil in May. He won’t decide whether 
to ask for public transportation funds 
until PACS’ grant applications are ap¬ 
proved or denied, Abee said.

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Drug testing flap holds up vote on smoking ban

FRANKFORT, Ky—A flap over 
a proposal to conduct random 
drug testing on welfare recipients 
delayed a vote Thursday on legis¬ 
lation that would impose a 
statewide ban on smoking in pub¬ 
lic places. 

Republican lawmakers boy¬ 
cotted a meeting of the House 
Health and Welfare Committee 
because Chairman Tom Burch 
had refused to call the drug test¬ 
ing bill for a vote. That boycott left 
the committee without a quorum. 

The drug testing bill, sponsored 
by state Rep. Lonnie Napier, R- 
Lancaster, has proven popular 
among lawmakers, more than 60 
of whom have signed on as co¬ 
sponsors. 

State Rep. Brent Housman, R- 
Paducah, said he and other GOP 


lawmakers on the committee 
were angry that Burch had sin¬ 
gle-handedly stood in the way of 
a vote on a bill that has over¬ 
whelming support in the legisla¬ 
ture. 

‘T question whether this is 
truly a democratic process when 
one person, the chairman of the 
committee, trumps the will of 64 
other legislators,” Housman said. 
‘T don’t think that’s right.” 

Tonya Chang, advocacy direc¬ 
tor in Kentucky for the American 
Heart Association, said she was 
disappointed the vote on the 
smoking ban, a prickly issue in a 
major tobacco-producing state 
like Kentucky, had to be put off. 

“The clock is ticking,” she said, 
noting only a month remains in 
this year’s legislative session. “It 
puts us under more of a time 
crunch.” 

Chang said her organization 


hasn’t taken a position on 
Napier’s biU. 

Napier, a relentless cheerleader 
for the drug testing proposal, said 
job applicants typically require 
employees to pass a drug screen¬ 
ings. He said he believes welfare 
recipients should face that same 
scrutiny 

Similar legislation was filed in 
36 states last year, but passed only 
in Arizona, Florida and Missouri. 
Florida is under a federal court 
injunction that’s blocking imple¬ 
mentation of the drug-testing pro¬ 
gram there. 

So far this year, such measures 
have been introduced in more 
than 20 states. 

Burch said Napier’s bill, while 
well intended, is unfair to Ken¬ 
tucky’s neediest residents, forcing 
those who have to rely on public 
assistance to undergo the indig¬ 
nity of drug screenings. He said it

also could make children go hun¬ 
gry because of the misbehavior 
of their parents. 

“I think the poor people are al¬ 


ways an easy group to pick on,” 
said state Rep. Mary Lou Marz- 
ian, D-Louisvflle, an opponent of 
the drug testing biU. “I think this 
biU reeks of discrimination 
against poor people.” 

Napier said he has softened lan¬ 
guage in his bfll to require screen¬ 
ings only when welfare workers 
have strong reason to believe a re¬ 
cipient is using drugs. He also in¬ 
cluded a requirement for welfare 
recipients to pay for drug testing 
if the results are positive, an at¬ 
tempt to silence critics who said 
the proposal would increase the 
cost of the state’s welfare pro¬ 
gram. 

Napier, who has served in the 
legislature since 1985, has picked 
up most of the House Republican 
delegation as co-sponsors and sev¬ 
eral Democrats, including House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo and former 
House Speaker Jody Richards.

The 20th annual Edgar Cayce 
Hometown Seminar will be 
March 16 and 17 at the Penny¬ 
royal Area Museum. The semi¬ 
nar will include several 
programs focusing on Cayce’s life 
and work. 

Born in southern Christian 
County in 1877, Cayce became 
known as the “Sleeping 
Prophet,” offering hundreds of 
medical readings while in a self- 
induced trance.

Trigg sheriff raises 
money for drug dog

In an effort to reduce drug 
activity in the area, the Trigg 
County Sheriff’s Department 
is trying to raise $10,000 to buy 
a drug detection dog. 

Since January, the depart¬ 
ment has raised around $4,500, 
Sheriff Ray Burnam said. The 
money will pay for the dog, a 
deputy’s training and basic 
startup equipment, such as a 
vehicle with a cage. The start¬ 
ing price for a detection dog is 
around $6,500, and the dog 
would live with the deputy 
trained to handle it. 

Burnam said that, even 
though the department has 
been doing well investigating 
drug crimes in the area, a dog 
would “take it to the next 
level.” 

“If you are going to do drug 
interdictions you are going to 
have to have a dog,” Burnam 
said. 


So far, businesses and citi¬ 
zens around Cadiz have do¬ 
nated the bulk of the money 
needed for the dog. Addition¬ 
ally, a local veterinarian has 
given food and offered services 
for the dog when it arrives. 

With a lot of drugs coming 
from the south on Interstate 24, 
the dog would help stop some 
of the trafficking into Trigg 
County, Burnam said. 

The dog will be a passive 
dog, not a bite dog, and will 
most likely be a Labrador, Bur¬ 
nam said. Use of the dog will 
be community wide. Local 
schools have already contacted 
the sheriff’s department and 
asked for lockers to be sniffed 
out by the dog. 

Looking ahead, the depart¬ 
ment has already earmarked 
$2,000 of this year’s budget for 
the canine.

FRANKFORT, Ky. — With time run¬ 
ning out in this year’s legislative session, 
the Senate scrambled Thursday to begin 
reviewing a $19.5 billion state budget pro¬ 
posal that calls for 8.4-percent spending 
cuts in most government agencies. 

The Democratic-controlled House 
passed the two-year budget proposal on 
Wednesday, sending it to the Republican- 
dominated Senate where it could un¬ 
dergo major changes. 

Senate President David Williams, R- 
Burkesville, said the Senate will have to 
move fast with only 17 working days re¬ 
maining in the legislative session. 

“We’ll be here on Saturdays, and we’U 
be here on Sundays,” he told reporters on 
Thursday. 

Some 200,000 state and local govern¬ 
ment retirees would feel the state’s finan¬ 
cial pinch under the House proposal that 
eliminates 1.5 percent cost-of-living in¬ 
creases from their monthly pension pay¬ 
ments. 

Williams said budget subcommittees 
began work on Thursday reviewing the 
House proposal. He said the Senate is es¬ 
pecially concerned about the amount of 
new debt included in the spending plan. 
Some 6.8 percent of the state’s revenue is 
budgeted for debt in the House plan, 
down from 7.1 percent in the governor’s 
original proposal. 

“We’re going to do everything we can to 
hold down the ratio of debt,” Williams 
said.

Some House Democrats complained 
Wednesday that the proposed budget cuts 
too deeply into government services. But, 
with a pervasive anti-tax sentiment in 
Frankfort, the only hope of more revenue 
is economic growth, which is occurring 
slowly across Kentucky. The state re¬ 
ported a major economic milestone on 
Thursday when the state’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate fell below 9 percent for the first 
time in three years. 

Gov. Steve Beshear had declared “the 
day of reckoning has come” when he pre¬ 
sented his budget proposal to lawmakers 
in January. Few government services

Jobless rate falls below 9 percent 


FRANKFORT, Ky (AP) — Kentucky’s 
jobless rate has fallen below 9 percent 
for the first time in three years. 

The Office of Employment and Train¬ 
ing released January figures on Thurs¬ 
day, showing unemployment dipped to 
8.8 percent. 

Government economist Manoj 
Shanker said Kentucky has added 
about 19,600 jobs over the past year. 

Seven of the state’s 11 major job sec¬ 
tors reported employment increases in 
January 2012. Three reported declines. 


One went unchanged. 

The professional and business serv¬ 
ices sector added 3,700 positions in Jan¬ 
uary 2012. Construction added 1,800. 
And manufacturing added 1,100. 

The government sector lost 100 jobs. 
Employment in the education and 
health services sector declined by 400. 
And the financial activities sector shed 
500 jobs. 

Mining and logging reported no 
change. 
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New ads pitch Marine Corps’ kmder, gentler side

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
They’ve long been known 
as devil dogs, leathernecks 
and “the first to fight.” But 
U.S. Marines, with their 
self-described expertise in 
“killing people and break¬ 
ing things,” now want to 
promote their kinder side 
as well. 

A new Marine Corps ad¬ 
vertising campaign start¬ 
ing this weekend takes its 
cue from research showing 
today’s recruit-age genera¬ 
tion is interested in helping 
people. So the campaign is 
crafted to show Marines 
not only as warriors but as 
humanitarians and peace¬ 
keepers; not only as coura¬ 
geous but also as 
compassionate. 

Photos and videos to be 
distributed on television, 
in American movie the¬ 
aters, on YouTube and else¬ 
where show Marines 
talking with children; 
bringing food, water and 
medical supplies to Haitian 
earthquake victims, and 
clearing rubble from a 
tsunami-devastated Japan¬ 
ese village. These missions 
aren’t a new thing for the 
Marines, but they are ones 
the force expects to do more 
of as it’s freed from a 
decade of fighting land 
wars in Iraq and 


Afghanistan and returns to 
its seafaring, expeditionary 
roots. 

Entitled “Toward the 
Sounds of Chaos,” the cam¬ 
paign seeks to explain that 
in an uncertain world. 
Marines “need to be ready 
to engage in whatever ac¬ 
tivity our country needs us 
to engage in,” Brig. Gen. 
Joseph L. Osterman, head 
of the Marine Corps Re¬ 
cruiting Command, said in 
a recent interview. 

“That may go all the way 
from a combat-type envi¬ 
ronment, as we’ve been 
doing for the last 10 years, 
to what we did before ... 
emergent chaotic situa¬ 
tions ... catastrophes... nat¬ 
ural disasters or 
failed-state-type situations 
where people need help,” 
he said. 

The smallest of the serv¬ 
ice branches, at 202,000, the 
Marine Corps trains and 
equips itself with the aim 
of being light and agile 
enough to get to any crisis 
on a moment’s notice. They 
sometimes caU themselves 
“The 911 Force,” at the 
ready to restore order, 
come to the rescue or evac¬ 
uate those in danger. A Ma¬ 
rine in one of the new 
advertising videos runs to¬ 
ward an unidentified city 


under a smoke-filled sky 
amid sounds of people 
screaming. 

“There are a few who 
move toward the sounds of 
chaos... toward the sounds 
of tyranny, injustice and 
despair,” a voice says. 
“Which way would you 
run?” 

The question is a subtle 
appeal to the generation 
known as millennials, who 
said in a survey that they 
believe in giving back to so¬ 
ciety, voting in national 
elections and “helping peo¬ 


ple in need, wherever they 
may live,” said Marshall 
Lauck, director of the Ma¬ 
rine Corps’ advertising ac¬ 
count at JWT ad agency 
JWT does year-round re¬ 
search and periodic larger 
efforts with the Corps to 
keep an eye on what the 
pool of potential American 
recruits is thinking. It 
found in the late 2010 sur¬ 
vey of 17- to 24-year-olds 
that roughly 70 percent be¬ 
lieved helping others was 
essential to being a good 
citizen today 
Only 31 percent of the 


same 5,000 surveyed 
thought serving in the mil¬ 
itary was important to 
being a good citizen. 

“We have a large number 
of young people who are 
very interested in doing 
good ... yet they don’t nec¬ 
essarily realize that the 
military in general and the 
Marine Corps in particular 
is a great way to do that,” 
said Lauck, a former Ma¬ 
rine. 

The survey included an¬ 
other 5,000 people the mili¬ 
tary calls “influencers,” 
parents, coaches, teachers 
and similar role models. 
Many said they had a very 
favorable view of the mili¬ 
tary but did not respond in 
the same high numbers on 
whether they would recom¬ 
mend the services to the 
young people in their lives. 

The new campaign will 
launch during the March 
Madness college basketball 
tournament. 

“They may not have real¬ 
ized it when they expressed 
that desire to help people, 
but the roles and mission 
of the Marine Corps today 
and in the near future 
were really converging 
very specifically with 
those youth interests” in 
the survey Lauck said. 
“We saw it immediately ... 
the convergence.”

Reducing 
the number 
of counties 
makes sense 

One of the best arguments for the con¬ 
solidation of Kentucky counties is illus¬ 
trated in a Kentucky New Era story about 
Todd County’s state financial audit. 

The audit report, explained in a 
Wednesday story, notes that Todd County 
is not meeting a procedural standard for 
its handling of county financial transac¬ 
tions because it doesn’t have enough em¬ 
ployees in county

ally a better sys- -* 

tern of bookkeeping would exist to 
segregate certain duties. But when a 
handful of workers, including the elected 
county-judge executive and the appointed 
treasurer, run almost everything that hap¬ 
pens on the business side of county of 
government, that becomes impossible. 

No one is saying that Todd County em¬ 
ployees are breaking the law or being irre¬ 
sponsible. The county is simply too small 
to hire the number of people needed for 
that standard of operation the state wants 
to see in Kentucky’s 120 counties. And that 
potential is there, as it is in many counties 
with too few employees to ensure a good 
system of checks and balances, for em¬ 
ployees to steal taxpayer money 

Todd County Treasurer Tammy Robert¬ 
son, who has worked in the county office 
for 11 years, explained it best. ‘Tt’s be¬ 
cause we’re simply a small county and we 
can’t hire one person to get the mail, one 
person to deliver the mail, one person to 
deposit the mail,” she said. ‘And that’s lit¬ 
erally what they’re expecting.” 

Kentucky has more counties than any 
other state except for Georgia, Texas and 
Virginia. Nationwide, our counties are 
among the smallest geographically and in 
population. 

It would make good financial sense for 
many of Kentucky’s counties to consoli¬ 
date. There are many political and provin¬ 
cial hurdles to this. 

The pressure from local elected officials 
who have strong ties to state representa¬ 
tives and senators could make consolida¬ 
tion nearly impossible. 

But the General Assembly needs to ap¬ 
proach the possibility of consolidation as 
a way for Kentuckians to get more bang 
for their bucks. In 2000, state lawmakers 
considered a plan that would have given fi¬ 
nancial incentives to counties that agreed 
in a voter referendum to consolidate. It’s 
time to try again.

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Budgetplan 
is a good one 

M any have called the budget we 

passed in the House last week “ug¬ 
ly”. Others caU it a good plan, for 
what we lawmakers had to work with. 

I am one of the latter. 

Yes, the $19.5 billion Executive Branch 
budget plan in HB 265, which we sent to 
the Senate on a 78-17 vote on Wednesday, 
includes 8.4 percent cuts for most state 
agencies over the next two years, as pro¬ 
posed by the governor in January. Yes, it 
would use those 8.4 percent cuts, along 
with 6.4 percent cuts to base state univer¬ 
sity funding, 4.2 cuts to operational fund¬ 
ing of the Education Cabinet, 2.2 percent 
cuts to the operational budget of the Jus¬ 
tice Cabinet, fund transfers, $55 miUion 
in back tax collections, and a few other 
new revenue sources to bridge a $740 mil¬ 
lion gap between revenue and spending 
through June 2014. 

It would mean no state salary in¬ 
creases, no cost of living raises for state 
retirees (excluding retired teachers, 
whose cost of living increase is prepaid 
by their separate retirement system) to 
boost the state retirement systems by 
$400 miUion, and, generaUy not nearly 
the funding that most agencies, public 
universities, educators, justice officials 
and the rest of us want. 

But there is still a lot of good in this 
proposed budget. 

Even with that $740 million budget 
hole, this budget would exempt a host of 
critical service areas — 
like total school atten¬ 
dance funding (SEEK), 

Medicaid, Corrections, 
teacher’s retirement, 
preschools, student finan¬ 
cial aid, public advocacy 
and coal severance fund¬ 
ing — from cuts. And, it 
would provide new money 
in specific areas. More BRENT 

money would go to help yOMTC 
lower the case loads ban- TONTb ■ 
died by the state’s over¬ 
burdened social workers. More people 
with severe disabilities would be able to 
live in a residential setting in their home 
communities instead of institutions. 
There will be more money for veterans 
burial services, authorized funding for 
the fourth veterans nursing home to be 
located near Fort Knox, colon cancer 
screenings, the state’s new one-stop busi¬ 
ness portal for business filings, expan¬ 
sion of the state drug tracking system 
KASPER, more funds to help the state 
work through a backlog of water permit 
applications, and some other needs. 

On top of that, some funding left out of 
the governor’s budget proposal that law¬ 
makers deem important would be restored 
by HB 265. That means more money for 
Commonwealth’s and county attorneys of¬ 
fices, extended school services and our 
local Family Resource and Youth Services 
Centers, gifted and talented programs, and 
the Read to Achieve program. 

At least $55 million dollars to pay for 
the budget proposal would come from a 
tax amnesty program approved as part of 
a separate revenue bill, HB 499. Most of 
these back taxes that we hope to capture 
through amnesty — a process that allows 
those who are behind on their taxes to 
pay what is owned at reduced penalties — 
are owed by out of state individuals and 
companies. I have heard some estimate 
that the total amount owed is around $1 
billion. You can be sure that lawmakers 
will be doing more to recapture those 
back taxes, but, for now, HB 499 will boost 
what we can offer in this budget plan. 

HB 265 also helps Kentucky’s debt rat¬ 
ing by reducing the amount of overall 
debt authorized over the biennium from 
$968 million proposed by the governor to 
less than $535 million. Most of that reduc¬ 
tion will come from the absence of any 
agency bond authorization in HB 265. 

House leaders have said they are opti¬ 
mistic that HB 265 and the judicial and 
legislative branch budgets proposed in 
HB 269 and HB 268 respectively will be 
the last of the state’s barebones budgets, 
at least for a while. We all certainly hope 
that is the case. But, from July 2012 
through July 2014, Kentucky state gov¬ 
ernment will, I think, be doing quite a bit 
with what little we have until our state 
revenue rebounds. 

HB 268 and HB 269, which propose oper¬ 
ational budget cuts of 8.4 percent in the 
legislative and judicial branches over the 
biennium, also passed the House on 
Wednesday and follow HB 265 to the Sen¬ 
ate for its approval. 

Approval will not come quickly, as is 
typically the case in budget session. HB 
265, at least, wiU be amended by the Sen¬ 
ate and ultimately assigned to a House 
and Senate conference committee that 
will work up a budget compromise in the 
14 or so legislative days left in this ses¬ 
sion. I wiU be sitting in on the conference 
sessions and keeping up with the budget 
process, each step of the way, to ensure 
that the needs of our region, in particu¬ 
lar, and part of the entire discussion.

Romney is facing skepticism 
in the Repubiican South 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) 
— Mitt Romney faces a 
tough sell in the Deep 
South. With Mississippi 
and Alabama primaries 
coming up next Tuesday, 
there’s concern that he’s 
too slick, not really a con¬ 
servative. In a region 
where the evangelical 
vote is important, some 
are skeptical about his 
Mormon faith. 

But if Romney wins 
the Republican nomina¬ 
tion and it’s a November 
choice between him and 
Democratic President 
Barack Obama, the for¬ 
mer Massachusetts gov¬ 


ernor may be just good 
enough for some South¬ 
erners. 

‘Tf push comes to 
shove and he gets the 
nomination. I’ll go in the 
voting booth like this 
and vote for him,” says 
Mississippi retiree David 
Wilke, holding his nose. 

Romney acknowledges 
that he faces an uphill 
battle in Tuesday’s 
Southern primaries. In 
an interview Thursday 
with Birmingham, Ala., 
radio station WAPl, he 
said the Deep South con¬ 
tests would be “a bit of 
an away game” for him. 


Former House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich, who rep¬ 
resented Georgia for 20 
years and now lives in 
Virginia, needs to win 
every state from South 
Carolina to Texas to get 
to the convention this 
summer, spokesman R.C. 
Hammond says. 

Former Pennsylvania 
Sen. Rick Santorum’s 
staff says he’ll be aggres¬ 
sive in states where Gin¬ 
grich expects to perform 
weU. 

Gingrich scored an 
early primary victory in 
South Carolina and won 
this week in Georgia. 


CCPS: School report shows growth 
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goals, academic performance by race 
and gender, teacher qualifications, stu¬ 
dent safety, parental involvement and 
student monetary and technological 
resources. The report card percentages 
are culled from the Kentucky Core 
Content Tests, which score students in 
five areas: reading, mathematics, sci¬ 
ence, social studies and writing on de¬ 
mand. Students are then ranked either 
Novice, Apprentice, Proficient or Dis¬ 
tinguished in each category Further, a 
student will then be considered Low, 
Medium or High within each ranking. 
NCLB only takes into account the read¬ 
ing and mathematics portion of the 
test. Percentages are based on students 
who scored proficient or distinguished. 

The district was nearly 2 percent 
above the state average in reading and 
almost 1 percent above the state aver¬ 
age in math. However, the district fell 
below the state average graduation 
rate by around 5 percent. Kentucky has 
a 76.68 percent graduation rate, 70.98 
percent average in reading and a 64.21 
percent in math. 

The state percentage is based on an 
aggregate of all elementary, middle 
and high schools in Kentucky. 

Christian County High School 
recorded a 56 percent in reading and a 
rounded 41 percent in math. And while 
CCHS improved in most areas tested, it 
dropped 4 percent from last year’s 
scores in llth-grade science, nearly 16 
percent below the state’s average. The 
district spends around $5,400 on each 
student at CCHS. The average for stu¬ 
dents in the district is $10,213, a few 
hundred below most Kentucky schools. 
There were two weapons violations at 
CCHS. Both students were expelled. Al¬ 
most 45 percent of the teachers at 
CCHS have a master’s degree in art or 
science. 

Hopkinsville High School was above 
the state average in reading, but feU 23 
percent below the state average in 
math. Tenth-grade African-American 
students jumped more than 36 percent 
in reading at HHS from last year’s 
scores. HHS was above the state in 
llth-grade social studies and 12th- 


grade writing. There was one weapon 
violation at HHS and that student was 
expelled. Thirty-eight percent of the 
teachers at HHS have a master’s de¬ 
gree. 

Christian County Middle School 
scored below the state and district av¬ 
erages in every grade and subject re¬ 
ported. North Drive Middle School also 
was below both averages in every sub¬ 
ject and grade reported except seventh- 
grade math. NDMS recorded lower 
scores than last year in sixth-grade 
reading and math and eighth-grade 
math and writing. 

Hopkinsville Middle School was 
above the district and state averages 
for reading and math and improved 
last year’s scores in almost all areas 
tested. Seventh-grade African-Ameri¬ 
can students showed more than a 50 
percent increase in those scoring pro¬ 
ficient and distinguished in science 
from the year prior. 

Out of the 11 elementary schools, al¬ 
most all had a much higher percentage 
than the state average. 

For example, 92 percent of Sinking 
Fork Elementary students were 
ranked proficient or distinguished in 
math, 28 percent higher than the state 
average. 

In addition, fourth-graders at Pem¬ 
broke Elementary scored more than 20 
percent higher than the state average 
in reading. Many of the other elemen¬ 
tary schools showed similar scoring. 

Indian Hills Elementary was the 
only elementary school that scored 
below the state average in reading, but 
was above the state average in math. 
Additionally, fourth-grade reading at 
Indian Hills decreased by 17 percent 
from last year's report card. 

In the same subject and grade, 
African-Americans at Indian Hills 
recorded a 30 percent decrease in those 
scoring proficient and distinguished 
from the 2009-10 school year. 

MLK and Millbrooke elementary 
schools each reported a single weapons 
violation. Both students were reported 
to have been expeUed.

Ky. House OKs bill to control 
prescription drugs 

FRANKFORT, Ky (AP) — The Kentucky 
House of Representatives has approved a 
proposal to control prescription drug 
abuse in the state by regulating pain man¬ 
agement facilities and requiring doctors 
who prescribe federally controlled drugs 
to refer to a state prescription monitoring 
database before writing prescriptions. 

The biU passed Thursday afternoon by a 
vote of 81-7. 

Earlier in the day the Senate Judiciary 
Committee approved a similar biU spon¬ 


sored by Sen. Jimmy Higdon, R-Lebanon. 

Speaker of the House Greg Stumbo, D- 
Prestonsburg, the main sponsor of the 
House biU, said he expects the House and 
Senate to reach an agreement on a com¬ 
prehensive measure that could be “the 
landmark legislation” of the 2012 regular 
session. 

On the floor of the House, the speaker 
thanked Higdon, Sen. Robert Stivers, R- 
Manchester, and other senators who have 
worked on the issue in the Senate. 

“We want a comprehensive piece of leg¬ 
islation that wiU help us combat this part 
of the battle in this terrible war on drugs,” 
Stumbo said.

Engineers initially 
thought it might take until 
September or October to 
finish repairs, he said.

contractors to submit bids. 

Beshear said the project 
may qualify for federal 
funding, but said the state 
wiU cover the bill if neces¬ 
sary 

HaU Contracting handled 
the recent repairs to the 
Sherman Minton Bridge 
connecting Louisville and 
southern Indiana. 

Those repairs were com¬ 
pleted last month ahead of 


schedule. Workers added 
steel plating to strengthen 
the Ohio River bridge, 
which was closed in Sep¬ 
tember after a crack was 
found in a steel support 
beam. 

Hall was rewarded with 
$100,000-a-day incentive — 
up to $5 million — to beat 
the deadline on that proj¬ 
ect. 

No such incentives were 
offered for the bridge work 
in western Kentucky. 

But the contract includes 
a $50,000-per-day penalty 
for missing the May 27 
deadline to reopen the 
Eggners Ferry Bridge to 
traffic. 

When the cargo ship 
struck the bridge, the 322- 
foot section coUapsed onto 
the vessel’s deck and into 
the lake. The ship was car¬ 
rying rocket parts for 
NASA and the U.S. Air 
Force. 

The missing span has 
halted traffic on U.S. 68 be¬ 
tween the western shore of 
Kentucky Lake and the 
Land Between the Lakes 
National Recreation Area. 

Joe Walker, who owns 
and operates nearby Ken¬ 
tucky Beach Resort with 


his wife, said the Memorial 
Day deadline means they’U 
have to spend less time 
rerouting some customers 
headed for a stay at their 
getaway along Kentucky 
Lake. 

Their business reopens 
later this month for the 
spring fishing season. 

The biggest impediment 
for his business, though, is 
the sluggish economy 
that’s keeping some people 
from taking vacations, he 
said. 

“For those that do have 
money, we darn weU don’t 
want to lose their busi¬ 
ness,” Walker said. “And 
the reality is we’ve got a 
very big problem, and that 
is that bridge.” 

The state has plans to re¬ 
place the aging Eggners 
Ferry Bridge and another 
span over nearby Lake 
Barkley that is similar in 
age and size. Both spans 
are to be replaced with 
four-lane bridges, but the 
project is still in a precon¬ 
struction phase. Beshear’s 
highway plan that he sent 
to state lawmakers in¬ 
cluded $330 miUion in con¬ 
struction funding for the 
two bridges.

The Fort Campbell post 
office will be one of sev¬ 
eral post offices across 
Kentucky to take part this 
Saturday in National 
Passport Day in the USA, 
a US. Postal Service event 
that allows people to get 
passports or renew them. 

“The event has been 
launched by the Depart¬ 
ment of State, and it’s to 
provide convenient pass¬ 
port service at these ac¬ 
ceptance facilities,” said 
Fort Campbell postmaster 
Bill Henderson. “Usually, 
we have to schedule ap¬ 
pointments, but we’re 
doing it on a day where we 
have enough available 
personnel to take the 
walk-ins.” 

The event will be from 
10 a.m.-2 p.m. Saturday. 
Children under the age of 
16 will need to have both 
parents available or have 
a notarized form. 

“The post office usually 
processes about 22,000 
passports a day,” Hender¬ 
son said. “Since they’ve 
done this Passport Day, 
they’ve processed 150,000 
passports just on that day 
alone. Here at Fort Camp¬ 



bell, we average about 10 a 
day, and probably more 
than that, once we’re fully 
functional.” 

The Fort Campbell post 
office has a room for pro¬ 
cessing passports and 
usually brings in an ex¬ 
pert to handle passports 
by appointment. The post 
office usually does not 
process passports on Sat¬ 
urdays. 

People can bring their 
own photos to be used 
with the passport, or they 
can have them taken at 
the post office for $15. 

To make the process of 
getting a passport easier, 
fill out the online form at 
travel.state.gov, print it 
out and bring it to the post 
office with a certified 
birth certificate or a copy.

Solar storm not nearly 
as bad as conld have been 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Our high-tech world seems to 
have easily weathered a solar storm that didn’t quite live 
up to its advance billing. 

While some experts think the threat from the solar 
storm passed by Thursday afternoon, space weather fore¬ 
casters said it’s still too early to relax. That’s because 
there’s a chance the storm’s effects could continue and 
even intensify through Friday morning. 

And while this solar storm may have fizzled, others may 
be lining up in the cosmic shooting gallery in the coming, 
days month and year, the scientists agree. 

“It looks to me like it’s over,” NASA solar physicist 
David Hathaway said late Thursday afternoon, after notic¬ 
ing a drop in a key magnetic reading. 

That conclusion is premature, said Doug Biesecker, a 
space scientist at the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration’s Space Weather Prediction Center in 
Boulder, Colo., which forecasts solar storms. He pointed to 
an increase in a different magnetic field measurement. 

The storm, which started with a solar flare Tuesday 
evening, caused a stir Wednesday because forecasts were 
for a strong storm with the potential to knock electrical 
grids offline, mess with GPS and harm satellites. It even 
forced airlines to reroute a few flights on Thursday.

The Lady Marshals (27-9) shot 7- 
for-14 from behind the arc, but 
knew they had to find a way to 
contain Soldo on the defensive 
end to have any shot. 

“We just wanted to throw a lot 
of bodies at her,” Marshall coach 
Joseph Simmons said of the Re¬ 
gion 2 Player of the Year and fu¬ 
ture Murray State Racer. “...We 
just wanted to make her feel 
somebody around her. She made 
tough shots. You get upset be¬ 
cause she scores.

AUBURN, Ala. (AP) — 
Federal authorities are 
investigating suspended 
Auburn point guard 
Varez Ward for alleged 
point shaving involving 
in at least two games this 
season, Yahoo Sports re¬ 
ported Thursday. 

The report cited 
anonymous sources and 
said the FBI began an in¬ 
vestigation in late Febru¬ 
ary centering on losses to 
Alabama on Feb. 7 and 
Arkansas on Jan. 25. 

NCAA officials say they 
are “very concerned” by 
the allegations and have 
been in contact with the 
school and federal inves¬ 
tigators since the issue 
arose last month. 

“The NCAA takes any 
allegation of point shav¬ 
ing very seriously be¬ 
cause sports wagering 
threatens two of our core 
principles — the well¬ 
being of student-athletes 
and the very integrity of 
intercollegiate sport,” the 
NCAA said in a written 
statement Thursday. “As 
allegations of point shav¬ 
ing, if proven, are also po¬ 
tential federal crimes, the 
NCAA will defer action 
until any process with the 
FBI has concluded.”

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When to tell daughter about illness 


DEAR AMY: Several years ago, while 
in my 40s, I was diagnosed with a type of 
chronic leukemia, CLL, during a routine 
blood test. 

I stiU have no physical symptoms and 
only have blood tests twice a year to moni¬ 
tor my blood count. Emo¬ 
tionally I have my ups and 
downs, but for the most 
part I am doing fine. 

Statistically I am five to 
seven years away from 
needing any treatment. 

There is no cure. 

I am happily married 
and have two teenage chil¬ 
dren. 

My eldest child found 
out about the CLL right 
away, but my youngest has 
not been told. 

I have wanted to tell her, 
but my husband has dis¬ 
couraged me because 
there is nothing that can 
be done and I am still symptom-free. 

We also only have told a small circle of 
family and friends. Disclosing this is not 
easy 

Am I wrong to keep the truth from her 
because basically I am OK? 

I am torn between the thought of this 
hurting her and the fact that I am keeping 
this huge secret when others know. — Ob¬ 
viously Anonymous 

DEAR OBVIOUSLY ANONYMOUS: 
As a parent you should strive to demon¬ 
strate to your children that there is noth¬ 
ing in life that is too challenging to face. 

You say you want to tell your daughter 
— then doit. 

It’s OK to admit that you are concerned, 
confused or simply unsure about some¬ 
thing, but what a gift it would be to your 
kids if you faced this openly and were 
able to project an attitude of optimism 
about the outcome. 

I’m not suggesting that you shrug this 
off, but really: Do you want your children 
to think that this is a tragedy worthy of 
extreme secrecy? Or do you want them to 
watch their mom handle a serious health 
challenge with equanimity? 


Please choose the latter. 

The National Cancer Institute 
(cancer.gov) has helpful, factual informa¬ 
tion about CLL; the Leukemia and Lym¬ 
phoma Society (lls.org) offers information 
and links to support. You also may call 
LLS to talk this over with a social worker:

DEAR AMY: I am a sophomore in high 
school. 

My friend also is a sophomore, and she 
has very serious body image issues. 

Last year she told me that she was 
anorexic and bulimic. 

I urged her nearly every day to talk to 
her parents about this and try to get help, 
but I didn’t want to tell them for fear that I 
would lose her friendship. 

For a while it looked as if she was get¬ 
ting better, gaining weight and having 
more energy But recently she’s always 
tired, and her clothes are getting looser. 

She told me the other day that she rarely 
gets to bed before midnight because she is 
at dance almost all afternoon. 

She gets up at 5 a.m. to go running be¬ 
cause she is “fat,” and she wants to lose 
weight because her “diet isn’t working.” 

Amy, I don’t know what to do. I’m scared 
for her health, but I can’t force her to go 
get help. 

I think her folks already know and 
aren’t doing anything. 

What should I do? — Scared and Unsure 

DEAR SCARED: Go to your school 
counselor right away Eating disorders are 
progressive illnesses that thrive on se¬ 
crecy — and you want your friend to get 
help before things have gone too far. 

Your school counselor, nurse or psychol¬ 
ogist knows how to help kids in distress. 
This adult will follow up with your 
friend’s parents. You probably aren’t the 
only student who has noticed that this 
classmate is in trouble; you are doing the 
right thing to notify someone who can 
help.

Scott, Dufner lead at Doral 


DORAL, Fla. (AP) — 
Playing only his sixth 
round of the year, Adam 
Scott faced a strong test 
Thursday at Doral and 
never looked better. 

In fierce and relentless 
wind on the TPC Blue 
Monster at Doral, Scott 
kept the ball in play and 
then hung on for dear life 
for a 6-under 66 that gave 
him a share of the lead 
with Jason Dufner in the 
Cadillac Championship. 

“When you’re in the fair¬ 
way on a day like today 
you get a chance to hit it 
somewhere near the hole, 
give yourself an opportu¬ 
nity,” Scott said. “If you’re 
in the rough, it’s very hard 


to even just hit the green, 
let alone give yourself a 
chance. I took advantage 
of the good shots early on, 
and then battled by way in 
from there.” 

It was a battle all day for 
Rory Mcllroy in his first 
event at No. 1 in the 
world. He twice flirted 
with the water, had a 
three-putt bogey and 
wound up with a 73. 

Tiger Woods wasn’t 
much better. He began his 
round with a tap-in eagle 
on the par-5 first hole, but 
narrowly missed the fair¬ 
ways and had a tough 
time figuring out the wind 
and whether the ball 
would jump out of the 


rough. Woods badly mis¬ 
judged the line of his chip 
on the 18th hole and closed 
with a bogey for a 72. 

It wasn’t a devastating 
start for either of them. 

Only a dozen players 
managed to break 70, and 
a dozen more broke par. 
The average score was 
72.7, and no hole was 
more terrifying that the 
par-4 18th, which was 471 
yards dead into the wind, 
water hugging the entire 
left side of the hole and 
front of the green. 

The average score was 
4.74, which was more than 
three of the par 5s. 

Schwartzel and Thomas 
Bjorn were at 68. 


Manning lands in Miami, 
final destination unknown 


MIAMI (AP) — Touchdown, Peyton 
Manning. 

The former Indianapolis Colts quar¬ 
terback landed late Wednesday after¬ 
noon in South Florida, drawing the 
attention of local TV news helicopters 
and NFL fans everywhere. 

His private plane arrived at a small air¬ 
port 30 minutes from the Miami Dol¬ 
phins’ complex, but he then rode off in a 
different direction with the news media 
in pursuit. When his van reached Miami 
Beach, it pulled over in a church parking 
lot, and Manning emerged to tell re¬ 
porters South Florida might not be his 
final destination. 

Manning has a condo here and has 
been working out with former Colts 
teammate Reggie Wayne, who lives in 
South Florida. Manning’s not necessar¬ 
ily Dolphins-bound, he said. 

“I have no idea who wants me, what 
team wants me, how this process works,” 
Manning said. “I don’t know if it’s like 
college recruiting where you go take vis¬ 
its. I mean, this is all so new to me.” 

One TV station broadcast the inter¬ 
view live, even staying with the audio 
feed when the video turned shaky. 

Manning landed in South Florida just 
four hours after he bid the Colts goodbye 
at a news conference in Indianapolis. They 
cut the injured quarterback rather than 
pay a $28 million bonus due this week. 

The Dolphins are one of several teams 
expected to court Manning, but a person 
familiar with their plans said Manning 
wasn’t in town to meet with the team. 
The person spoke to The Associated 
Press on condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the Dolphins hadn’t commented 
on Manning. 

Other teams considered potential suit-

ors for Manning include the Cardinals, 
Broncos, Chiefs, Jets, Seahawks, Titans 
and Redskins. 

“I literally have not had one conversa¬ 
tion with anyone about these teams,” 
Manning said. “It has been so hard for 
me trying to figure out some closure 
with my situation with the Colts.... 

“I haven’t thought about teams and I 
don’t know who is interested, I really 
don’t. This is all new to me. But look, the 
Miami Dolphins have a great organiza¬ 
tion, a great history there, they have new 
people in place. And so you have no idea 
what teams are interested.”
